hag been used frequently in the European press and 
has been re-echoed by our internationalists at home 
who have thought to infer that we were not good 
sports because we did not join the league which we 
were credited wich having started. 

It is, of course true that Wilson felt that a League 
of ‘Nations would be helpful in settling international 
disputes, promoting disarmament and ending war, bul 
it 1s equally true that the League covenant was de- 
signed by European statesmen, not from the idealistic 
motives which moved Mr. Wilson but from a desire 
to consolidate and secure to themselves the spoils of 
war, which they had taken from the defeated na- 
tions. ; es 

That this. is true can be ascertained from, the re- 
sults to date. The league has been able to maintain 
the status quo—has been’ able to protect the allied 
nations in’ their conques.s, but as a promoter of dis- 
armament it has been a flat failure. It has done noth- 
ing along that line nor is there any prospect that it 
will be able to accomplish anything in the near fu- 
ture. 

If anything is done eventually it will doubtless 
come about through the cooperation of the United; 
States with the other nations of the world and will] 
become possible because ihe United States by remain-) 
ing out of the league and away from the quarrcls of | 
Europe has gotten into a position where it can be of 
constructive service along international lines. ~ |
